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Coxeyiles Attacked by U. S. 


Marshals. 


KUKHIY ENCOUNTER AT BILUNliS 


The Marshals Overpowered—The In- 


dustrials Kesume Their Jour- 


ney East. 


T.VCOUA, Wash., April 25.—A special 


to tlio Ledger from Allen C. Mason, a 
prominent citizen of Tacouia, who was 
:it Hillings tliia morning 011 the west- 
bound train, Btiys: "About 1 o'clock 
this morning the Coxcy contingent from 
Butte, (100 strong, wearing tri-color 
budges, rolled into Billings on sixteen 
freight care loaded on top and inside, 
and with liaga Hying, followed closely 
by a train containing United States 
marshals. The west-bound passenger 
train was laid out thirteen hours, fear- 
ing to run up against them, anil for 
safety went on a side track lialf a mile 
below this town. The Coxey train is 
apparently having its own way. 


At Columbus tho railroad officials liad 


obstructed th« track last night, but the 
Goxeyitea removed the obstructions, 
pullecl through and replaced them. On 
arriving at Hillings, the leader, Cun- 
ningham, from tins top of the rear cur, 
was addressing tlio large crowd collect- 
ed there, when about fifteen marshals 
marched imaL to capture the engine. 
The crowd surged forward and around 
the marshals, while the Coxeyites, 
from their train, guyed the marshals, 
warning them to commit no violence. 
The engineer, though under cover of 
rifles, retuBud to leave tho cab, when 
hang, ten or a dozen times, went the 
rides. 
The Coxeyitea charged and wrested 


most of the giiiiB from the marshals, 
•who retreated under protection of their 
revolvers, firing occasionally. " Kill 
them!" "Hang them!" tjliouted the 
CoxeyitcB, who saw one of their crowd 
on top ol ttiu train with blood Btreaiiiine 
from a wound on his forehead. Several 
deputies ran, followed by the crowd, 
hurlinc stones and hitting several of the 
deputies, who were driven liaek to the 
train, narrowly escaping violent death 
The Coxcyitcs smashed the captured 
rifles in pieces over the railroad rails. 
The ai'tiou of the imirBlialH in shooting 
in the miscellaneous crowd in severely 
condemned as foolhardy. One citi7.cn 
was shot through the lungs, but will re- 
cover. 
There were no fatalities. One man 


was shot through his vest over tho 
heart, having a narrow cscano. The 
Billings people furnished tho Coxeyitcs 
wilh an abundant stipuly of provisions, 
and after t-peechus by the leaders, Cun- 
ningham and llngun, denouncing the 
deputies an murderers, they violently 
captured a freah engine and pulled out 
for the east, claiming the right uf way. 
There wits a live rooster on the engine, 
ami a score of Hags wen; flying. They 
expect no trouble with the United 
States troops at l-'ort Kuogh. There is 
110 drunkenness. The deputy marshals 
remained nt Hi)lings. It is a wonder 
that many were not killed,
